The whole scheme was doomed to 
fullure, owing mainly to the breach 
of faith of Slr Robert Walpole, who 
eventually applied the money to other 
purposes. 

After spending, all the, funds he 
could raise, from his deanery sand 
from other sources, Berkeley was 
forced to abandon his project for 
converting the Indians.
